Night came cool and peaceful over the 
Court of Honor. A breeze from the lake 
drove the hot vapor of the June day westward 
toward the horizon, A dewy, delicious fresh- 
ness filled the air.

It will be remembered thatthe at- 
tendance at Paris averaged 100,000 a day. 
Right-tenths of them came from the city 
and the immediate surrounding country. The 
promoters of the Paria Exposition were com- 
pelled to sell several millions of dollars of 
lottery bonds to raise money for their exhibi- 
tion and to those bonds they attached coupons 
which were convertible into admission tickets 
to the Fair. The holders of these bonds, 
desiring to realize something from the in- 
vestment, sold the coupons at a low 
figure. The result was that speculators 
beset the visitor, and in their ccmpetition it 
was easy to buy an admission ticket to the 
Fair for 10 cents, and no matter what the 
coupon sold for the Fair itself got no benefit 
from it. Here, however, the admission is in- 
variably 50 cents. Passes are few, and the 
harvest of the ticket boxes goes into the treas- 
ury of the Fair. Every person who comes 
here from any part of the land goes back 
home and immediately commences mission- 
ary work for the Fair. Our people are a 
traveling people, and none can prophesy the 
number of them who will reach Chicago be- 
tween now and November. This Fair is to 
pull the money out of the stockings, out of the 
old pocketbooks, and the secret recesses of 
the cupboard and put it in circulation.

Another woman visitor to the Fair left dia- 
mond rings worth $275 lying on the wash- 
stand in the woman’s toilet in the Agricultur- 
al Building, and another woman who saw 
them lying there gave them to the colored 
woman attendant and also reported the fact 
to a guard, who in turn reported to the Lost 
and Found Department. The woman who 
had left the rings came to Mr. Hood to re- 
port her loss an hour later and a secret serv- 
ice man was sent to the woman in the toilet- 
room. This woman denied at first having 
found any rings, but when the detective 
threatened toarrest her she handed over the 
missing property and the owner dried her 
tears. 


Where Many Jewels Are Left. 
The Clow Sanitary company has adopted a 
peculiar course in regard to valuables left in 
toilet rooms. Although the Tost and Found 
Department is under the control of the World’s 


Fair officials and is the only recognized re- 


pository for found articles the Clow Sanitary 
company has steadily refused to either turn 
over articles found in toilet rooms or to inake 
reports. Many articles are left in toilet 
rooms, particularly by women, Rings 
are taken off and laid on wash 
stands to prevent their injury by soap 
and water and then their Owners go away 
leaving them. Such of these articles as get 
beyond the colored attendants are taken to 
the office of the Clow company, where they 
are kept without any record being made of 
them, and held until the owner can succeed in 
getting possessions The Electric Launch 
company follows the same course, but a record 
is kept of found articles, The Hygeia.com- 
pany started in to keep articles left on the 
stands under its control, but it now turns them 
over to the department in charge of Mr. 
Hood. 3 : 

People visiting the Fair seem prone to for- 
getfulness. Mr. Hood is of the opinion that 
the glories of the Exposition are so over- 
powering that little things like umbrellas, 
canes, and wraps are forgotten in the con- 
templation of the novel sights. Women re- 
port more articles lost than do men and the 
articles lost and those found come mostly 
from the Woman’s Building, with the Art 
Gallery aclose second. Umbrellas are the 
favorite articles to lose. People start from 
home with protection’ from expected rains 
and when the sun comes out and drives away 
the clouds the umbrellas and parasols are left 
lying on benches and seats. There have 
been many wraps and overcoats left 
on seats or dropped from arms, 
and Mr. Hood has also in his 
collection a choice assortment of pocketbooks 
from the cheapest sort to those of fine leather 
trimmed in silver and gold.

First Lecture of the Course Will Be Given 
Wednesday. 

The project taken up a fortnight ago by 
the Chicago University to establish a World’s 
Fair school at Jackson Park, and which was 
afterward dropped on account of the large 
expense that such an enterprise would necessi- 
tate, has been revived by Prof. Hiram A. 
Gooch, in charge of one of the preparatory 
schools of the university, and the first of the 
series of lecturesin the World's Fair school 
will be given in the Administration Building 
next Mb wer ig’ & 
by 4 tgs * for — 3 
pose of desemina ractical knowledge in 
connection with the exhibits at the World's 
Faik with special reference to the practical 
sciences. A course of sixteem weeks has been 
decided on and the lecturert will be chosen 
from the department chiefs of the different 
exhibits how at Jackson Park. school 
will be in Section B' of the Administration 
Buildi in the room formerly used by the 
National Commissioners. A course of one 
week's lectures will be devoted to every sub- 
ject in the n curriculum. The lectures 
for the inaugural week will be devoted to the 
explanation of electricity ana its practical 
Applications as séen in the various rt- 
ments of that m Two lectures will be 
given each day, ohe at 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and the second at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon. | 

The topics to be dis¢ussed and 2 ete by 
the department chiefs of the Electricity 
Building during the initial week include dyna- 
mos, motors, magnéts, condensers, wiring, 
lighting, heating, electrotyping, forging, tele- 
graph, telephones, photographs, and electric 
photographing. After each lecture, which 
will last one hour. the lecturer will, it is 
plauned, take the students in squads to the 
exhibits bearing upon the leeture and will pro- 
ceed to show the practical application of the 
exhibits to the subject of the lecture given. 
Thus in one week the knowledge of electricity 
with all its varied applications extant will be 
impressed upon the student’s mind as could 
be done by no other method. 

The entire course of study will last for a 
period of sixteen weeks and besides electricity 
other subjects will be taken up in the follow- 
ing order: Fine arts, liberal arts, ethnology, 
archeology, governmental exhibits, woman's 
éxhibits, agriculture, horticulture, live stock, 
fisheries, mining, machipery, transportation, 
isolated exhibits, and minners and customs 
of Oriental nations as shown in the Midway 
Plaisanee. Every topic discussed will be 
lectured upon by the chief in charge of the

Officer O’Brien of the Second Precinct) Sta- 
tion distovered the fire at 3:35 a. m. flaring 
through the windows at the northeast corner 
of the second floor, occupied as one of the 
store rooms df Richardson & Co. The officer 
turned in an alatin. Officer Kalb, who had 
been attracted to the spot by the light, atoused 
Klinéman the confectioner, No. 38 Congress 
street, who was sleeping there. The ceiling 
of this store was on fife, and as the électiic 
light wires run through the center of the blaz- 
ing point it was cou.cluded that the fire orig- 
inated’ through the fusing of the wires. The 
engines respending to the eall were on the 
spot in a few moments, but by the time of 
their arrival the whole second floor was a mass 
of flames and the blaze was beginning to leap 
from the windows. 

Chief Swenie arrived on the ground just as 
the firemen hid started a lead of hose into 
the front of the building. The Chief im- 
mediately forbade entrance into the burning 
structure, and began to put in operation a 
pian for fighting the fire from the surround- 
ing building and streets. He turned in 
special alarms which called a foree of thirty- 
five com paniès aliogether. 

Inthe meantime the firemen were limber- 
ing up hose, and soon streams were playing 
on the burning second floor from the Wabash 
avenue, Congress street, and alley sides; the 
latter facing the rear of the Leiter, or Siegel, 
Cooper & Co. Building. Nothing checked 
the progress of the fire. Inside of thirty min- 
utes after the first alarm had been turned in 
there was a report that sounded like an ex- 
plosion proceeding from the alley side, as the 
walls cracked and a portion gave way. The 
break Was in such a portion that the flames 
previously confined by the fireproof walls 
and ceiling to the second floor gained access 
to the third floor, From hére they rapidly 
spread. The six-story building being con- 
verted by its inflammable contents into an im- 
mense furnace. 

Fears for Siegel, Cooper & Co. 


At this time fears began to be entertained 
for the safety of thé Siegel, Cooper & Co. 
Building and other buildings surrounding. 
The scene presénted was exciting to a dégree. 
The Congress street doors of the Siegel & 
Cooper Building had been thrown open, and 
the firemen had entered and carried up the 
stairway five big lines of hose. With these 
three streams had been set playing from the 
fourth floor alley windows, and two streams 
from the fifth floor, From the platform of 
the Alley Li’ road four streams were be- 
ing ditéeted by men who were compellefl to 
meisten their faces frequently to pre, 
vent blistering the 
heat. A moster water tower was 
belching torrents of water into the 
furnace from the Wabash avenue side, sup- 
ported by three smaller streams. Congress 
street was filled with hutrying figures in rub- 
ber Goats and heavy helmets who had just ar- 
rived and were throwing up ladders and align- 
ing more hose. 

Chief Swenie and Marshals Musham, 
Campion, Townsend, and Payson could) be 
seen dodging about in the thickest of the fight 
against the firé. Chief Swenie almost 15 - 
médiately upon his arrival gave orders that 
no men should enter the blazing structure. 
He was moved to this through fear of a col 
lapse; as the intense heat he thought 
might at any time destroy the walls. 
The last act of the force retiring from 
the building was to cover with tarpaulins 
the stock in the piano store rooms of Vose & 
Bro. and of the A. B. Chase company on the 
ground floor. At4o’clock the heat was 80 
intense that the firemen could not go near the 
building, but kept up the playing of water 
from.vantage points on neighboring struct- 
ures. | 

Fearing the fire would spread to buildings 
adjoining on Wabash avenue, lines of hose 
were ruri to the standpipes at Nés: 309, 911, 
and 313 Wabash avenue, and through the 
standpipes the roofs were deluged with walter, 
and a force of firemen were able to pour a 
heavy volume of water directly into the Adams 
Building, through the top of which the ‘fire 
had now forced its way. | | 

Shortly after 4 o’clock there came a second 
crash. e sparks shot high in the air and 
dense volumes of smoke and vapor arose, 
The sitth floor had given away and carried 
everything below with it. Fora short time 
the fire raged with renewed fury, the heavy 
clouds of smoke blinding and choking ewen 
thé veteratis who directed the heavy hose noz- 
zles. The streams kept playing, however, 
and after a while the smoke grew less dense, 
the great blaze which had been shooting 80 
high above the surrounding buildings began 
to diminish, and the firemen to breathe easier. 
It was not long then before the fire was under 
control. Chief Swenie began dismissing the 
poe dw companies as rapidly as safety per- 
mitted. 


In the Auditorium Annex Windows. 


There was no panic in the Auditorium Ho- 
tel.

It would take 
years under the most favorable circum- 
stances to fill that gap by fresh coinages of 
silver, and in the meantime the country would 
suffer because of destruction of money capi- 
tal, if for no other reason. The result would 
be utter prostration, in which the farmer 
and his class would suffer so severely as to be 
sorry they did not look before jumping into 
the mud hole, f 


Tn Arkansas Gazette quotes a recent re- 
port to the effect that no gold or gold certifi- 
cates are now being paid into the National 
Treasury for government dues, and says‘ 

The change simply flows from the strong con- 
fidence reposed in all kinds of paper money. The 
money paid for customs duties is turned back 
into the Treasury, and as every dollar floats at 
par, and will do so until the government shall 
become bankrupt, silver certificates aro just as 
valuable at the custom-house as gold or gold 
certificates. We have no depreciated currency. 

It is true we have no depreciated currency, 
but equally true that the change referred to 
has arisen out of a rather widespread lack of 
confidence that this absence of depreciation 
will continue. For this reason many of the 
people are discriminating, if the government 
does not. They discriminate to the extent of 
paying out the silver certificates and keeping 
such gold and gold certificates as may come 
into their possession, because they want to be 
on the safe side in case the currency unit is 
depreciated in response to the demands of the 
free silver coinage advocates. Tun Tripune 
cannot believe this depreciation will be per- 
mitted to occur, but if prevented it will be in 
spite of the free silber men, not in conse- 
quence of acting out their policy. 


THE COUNTY ELECTION THIS FALL. 

By the action of the General Assembly in 
increasing the number of. Judges of the Cir- 
cuit and Superior Courts of Cook County all 
doubt about the election of County Commis- 
sioners this fall is removed entirely. There 
ought to have been no doubt at any time, for 
the Constitution distinctly provides against 
lengthening the term of an officer, elective or 
appointive, by legislative enactment. The 
present County Commissioners are so anxious 
to hold over for another year, however, that 
they Were disposed to ignore the law and the 
Constitution and to prevent the valling of an 
election. They would fail doubtless in any 
case. They cannot possibly succeed in their 
plot now. An election will „ eee for the 
new Judges, and the election @f fifteen Com- 
missioners must be included in the call, 

There will be eight Judges to elect this fall. 
Judge Gary’s term expires and a successor 
has to be elected. There is a vacancy on the 
Superior Court bench caused by the death of 
Judge Sugg to be filled also. There are thus 
five Superior Judges, including the three new 
Judges to be elected, and three new Circuit 
Judges. 

As Republicans and Democrats from Cook 
County joined in passing the bill for the six 
Judges and as the vacancies to be filled are 
caused by the death of a Democratic Judge 
and the expiration of the term of a Republican 
Judge, it would seem but proper that the 
eight Judgeships should be divided evenly be- 
tween the two parties -the Democrats taking 
four and the Republicans taking four. The 
partisan politicians will object to this, of 
course; but if the Bar Association acts judici- 
ously and timely in the matter the partisan 
politicians will be rendered powerless for 
mischief against the bench. This fall is an 
excellent time to test the feeling of the people 
in favor of a non-partisan judiciary, and it 
may be in favor of a non-partisan County 
Board as well. 


AUSTRIAN CURRENCY REFORM: 

The letter in this issue of Tun Trisunz 
from its correspondent in Vienna gives an 
interesting sketch of the reorganization of the 
currency of Austria-Hungary. The basic 
feature of the reform is a return to a purely 
gold standard, this involving a total change 
in the designation of the coins, which have to 
be minted afresh, and a completely new issue 
of bank notes, the old ones being retired. 
Within the present year some two hundred 
millions of new coins are to be made ready 
for circulation, the cheaper ones being minted 
first, and the new coins will be put into circu- 
lation only at the same rate at which the old 
ones are withdrawn. 

Preparations for the change were in prog- 
ress some years before it was announced, and 
in that time nearly one-third of the gold re- 
quired was accumulated_in different banks. 
The highly suggestive information is given 
that the’ important operation was decided 


on by the finance ministers of the two coun- 


tries when the new silver law of the United 
States “‘ created a favorable position (for 
Hungary). The correspondent says 
ux of gold from this country began 
soon after the publication of the Sher- 
an law, “and was caused by it; and it 
appears from his statistical statement that a 
trifle over 50 per cent of the total amount of 
gold required to effect the conversion was 
taken from the United States in the shape of 
* eagles,” 
that may have been received from us for that 
purpose. Hence the assurance that by far the 
greater part of the Americas gold went to the 
German Imperial Bank and to the banks of 
France and England must be supposed to be 
true of the direct movement only. 

The results of deciding last August on the 
reform may well surprise the silver men in 
this country as it did the people of Austria. 
Gold flowed in abundantly, without any ap- 
parent effort to attract it, and prices rose with 
a. great increase in activity in the markets as 
well as in the prominent industries. The 
change was so decided that timed people 
saw the outbreak of a crisis as unavoidable ”’ 
because of the great energy with which the 
spirit of enterprise awakened when it be- 
came evident that the finances of the country 
were to be placed ona stable basis. Money 
became so plentiful owing to the circulation 
of gold from the hands of people who had no 
further fear to induce them to hoard it out of 
sight that the rates of interest were reduced, 
and all this without any depreciation of the 
unit of value. True, the new crown, equal to 
half a florin, is worth but 10 English pence, 
or 20. cents of our money, but that has been 


for years substantially the exchange value, 


the country having long been on a paper basis, 
recovery from which seemed to many to be 
hopeless.

knocked about by the enemy. It is the good man 
who fights for the right, who ultimately wins the 
, victories of civilization.

Un- 
happily the homes of only a few of them 
are here, and itis in Chicago that there is 
the greatest need of reform. The city is 
filled with business-men, big and little, and

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WESTERN FARM MORTGAGES. 

A summary of the census statistics in re- 
gard to farm mortgages in the States of Illi- 
nois, Ohio, Michigan, Towa, Kansas, Nebraska, 
eid Montana has been compiled by Edward 
Atkinson. The result shows that more than 
half of the farms in these areas are free from 


mortgage of any kind, and the amount of the 


mortgages taken as a whole is less than one- 


half the value of the mortgaged land. Half 


the money loaned on these mortgages has 


been lent by citizéhs of the same State in 


which the mortgaged farmis are situated. The 


‘indebtedness on mortgages of Western 


» farmers to Eastern capitalists, or others who 
do not dwell in the same States, is less than 
12% per cent of the true value of the farm 
lands in the States named, or not more than 

+a quarter of the value of the property mort- 

‘gaged. 

So it appears hat not more than one-half 
the farmers in these States have anything to 

ain by the introduction of a cheaper dollar 
with which they could pay off their debts in 

‘poorer money than they agreed to pay; and 
‘half the advantage proposed to be gained by 

them would be so much direct loss to residents 

‘of their own States, that is, to thrifty farmers 
who had saved a little surplus; school teach- 
ers, widows, etc., whose small savings funds 
are to be cut down for the enrichment of 
farmers who borrowed it and want to keep 
the land while paying only two-thirds of the 
price they agreed to pay. From these consid- 
erations it is evident that, apart from 
the rank injustice of the scheme, a 
majority of people in the States 
named would suffer damage for the supposed 
benefit of a minority. But the Eastern people 
who have lent less than one-eignth of the 
value of all the land, or less than one-half of 
the total loaned; are also mostly of the wage- 
@arning class. The rich men in that section 
“donot care to be bothered” with such 
tzmall matters to them as the care of a mort- 
gage for a few hundred dollars, As a rule 
the sum leaned on a farm represents the sav- 
ings of a worker, and constitutes his or her 
sole surplus capital. Why should that be cut 
down by one-third, as it must be by the adop- 
tion of the cheap silver dollar basis of cur- 
ren@y, while the farmer who has borrowed it 
is allowed to absorb that difference and keep 
the farm, with whatever of value may have 
been added to it since the time of nominal 
purchase? 


A FIELD FOR PROFESSIONAL JURORS. 

Gov. Altgeld said in his inaugural address 
that there was neither Magna Charta nor the 
Hill of Rights“ for the poor of Chicago; that 
theyewere arrested often without cause,.were 
taken before Police Justices, were tried with- 
out a jury—because they were too poor to ad- 
vance the fees—were fined, often unjustly, 
aiid imprisoned because they could not pay 
those fines. To meet his wishes a bill was in- 
troduced which provides that no person tried 
im any police court shall be imprisoned on 
-ageount of his inability to pay a fine unless 
that fine has been imposed by a jury or the 
defendant waives in writing his right to have 
one. It is the intention that the fees of jurors 
shall be paid by the city. The Corporation 
Counsel asked the Governor not to sign it till 
ht had heard the objections to it, but this was 
a pet measure and the latter has put his name 
to it. 

This law will go into effect on the Ist of 
next month. If all the persons arrested for 
drunkenness, disorderly conduct, etc., claim 
jury trials the police court dockets will be 
gorged at once, for some of them have to dispose 
of Sver a hundred cases a day. It will be neces- 
‘sary to provide quarters for the accumulating 
multitude of offenders or to discharge them 
after having kept them in a police station for 
a day or two. If the juries are made up of 
professionals, as is likely to be the case, for 
good men cannot be procured, the bummers 
wha are brought before them will be found 
nat guilty or fined lightly, while those who 
aue teally entitled to leniency will suffer, 

The shyster lawyers will be likely to avail 
themselves of a law which will give them in- 
cieased business. They will urge every per- 
sgn who is brought before a Justice not to 
waive his right to a jury, which many would 
be inclined to do otherwise, knowing that

Rarnnntxd to the eee low price 
of wheat a New York paper says the article 
“is cheap because American farmers and 
speculators have contrived to. bring it about 


| that this country must carry ‘over from year 


to year a ruinously large surplus, because 
they have rigged the markets and distorted 
information so that foreigners were not dis 
posed to buy freely.“ It adds that it cannot 
be considered a great public calamity if many 
of those speculators, particularly in Chicago, 
come to grief. The last remark is a gratuits 
ous fling at this city, and the rest is the sheer- 
est kind of rot. The crop of 1891 was 
such an extraordinarily large one that 
the whole of it could not be moved 
in the twelve months next succeeding 
the harvest. A big percentage of it necessarily 
remained in the hands of farmers to compete 
with the smaller surplus from the crop of last 
year, the foreigners did not want so much 
from this country because their home yields 
had been better than before, and of course a 
considerable portion of the surplus remained 
on hand. The wheat has been offered at low 
prices all the way through, as judged from the 
standpoint of the producer, except during a 
few weeks in the latter half of 1891, when 
prices were rushed up and held up by a wave 
of foreign buying on speculation in which the 
Chicago speculators did not join. Nor is there 
any reason to blame the farmers as a class for 
the result named, It is true they were advised 
to hold back their wheat for still higher 
prices, but féw of them did so hold it beyond 
the time they were able to ship it. The move- 
ment of wheat and flour out of the country 
for the eleven months ending with May, 1892, 
aggregated 204,250,000 bushels, and for the 
corresponding time-ending with last month 
the total was 171,300,000, or at the rate of 
3,600,000 bushels per week, which is far in 
excess of the average for previous years.

NOVELIST WALTER BESANT ARRIVES. 


He Will Read Interesting Papers Before 
the Literary Convention at Chicago. 

New Tonk, June 18.— [Special.] — Walter 
Besant, the English novelist, landed here to- 
day on the steamer Etruria. With him came 
S. S. Spriggs, another delegate from the En- 
glish Society of Authors. to the literary con- 
ference to be held in Chicago beginning July 
10. Mr. Besant will eee about five weeks 
in the United States. e will go to New En- 
gland first, and anticipates much pleasure in 
meeting Oliver Wendell Holmes and other 
literary men. It is also likely that he will 
spend a few days with Rudyard Kipling at 
Brattleboro, Vt. New England attracts Mr. 

nt not only because of its association with 
the names of Hawthorne, Thoreau, and Em- 
erson, allof whom he admires very much, 
but because he has made a study of the con- 
ditions of the last century and wishes to ob- 
serve the impress they left on the civilization 
of those States. 

Mr. Besant is 55 and of medium stature, 
with broad shoulders. He wears a full brown 
beam and on his clearly-cut nose rest a pair of 
eyegiasses, behind which his bright eyes shine 
with kindness and geniality. | He was dressed 
in a gray tweed suit when he came down the 
gangway of thesteamer. He was met by 
Rudyard Kipling, who had gone to the pier 
to meet his father, Lockwood Kipling, also a 
passenger on the Etruria. Young Kipling did 
not care to talk, but Mr. Besant was not 
averse to doing so. 

„The Chicago Exposition is the excuse for 
my trip,“ “said he, but I wish to see New 
England, Plymouth, Salem, and Concord es- 
pecially. Expositions, of course, I have seen 
before, and therefore Chicago’s fair has not so 


much of interest for me as the literary associ- 


ations of New England.“ 
‘‘ Do you intend to gather material fora 
new novel?“ 
He Will Take a Few Notes. 


I shall hardly have time for that, but if I 
stumble upon anything characteristic or out of 
the ordinary I shall make a note of it. When 
I return to England I must begin some new 
work, aud I have been planning a little to that 
end. My plot is still rather incoherent, but the 
principal scenes will probably be laid in Lon- 
don and the story will treat of modern English 
country life. Itis for a syndicate company. 
Mr. Spriggs and I have brought over several 
bundles of papers for the Chicago eonven- 
tion, They were prepared by our ablest 
literary man and jurist, and bear for the most 
parton the copyright discussion. They in- 
clude papers on ‘ Literature and Journalism,’ 
‘Domestic Copyright,’ The Relation of 
Author to Publisher,’ ‘ The Future of Poetry,’ 
‘ Realism in Fiction,’ and one by Sir Henry 
Bergne. on ‘ International Copyright.’ We 
had a delightful voyage across the ocean, 
with the exception of two days of fog off the 
banks of Newfoundland. We go to New 
Haven tomorrow morning, so we shall see 
very little of New York.” 

Mr. Besant, who is a cousin of Mrs. Annie 
Besant, also takes a keen interest in socio- 
logical problems and besides writing on such 
topics and incorporating plans for the amelior- 
ation of the human race in his novels, he 
lectures on that subject. He has been in 
America once before, in 1876, when he spent 
most of his time in Canada and at Niagara 


Falls.

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Torn Bank Notes Will Not Be Redeemed 
After June 30. 

Wasuinotors, D. C., June 18.—The Secre- 
tary of State is in receipt of a dispatch from 
the United States Minister to Bolivia, in 
which he speaks of a curious reform in the 
eurrency of Bolivia only just accomplished. 
It appears that when bank notes were first is- “ 
sued in Bolivia there was a great dearth of 
fractional currency. It consequently be- 
came the custom to make change by tearing 
the bank notes into fractions, The 
banks received these fractional pieces 
of paper monéy, and the custom then inaugu- 
rated has continued to the present time. An 
entire bank note is therefore a rarity in Bo- 
livia, almost the entire issue circulating in the 
shape of fractions. By a decree recently 
issued, the banks are instructed to redeem 
these fractions of bank notes until June 30, 
after which they will not be received by the 
government or by the banks, and will there- 
fore rapidly disappear from circulation. The 
substitution of a new and entire bank note for 
the old fractional notes is now in progress 
and holders of torn. bills are warned by lega 
advertisements in the newspapers to present 
them for redemption before June 30.

Officer Kalas of the West Chicago Avenue 
Station arrested William B. Myers of No. 
61 West Indiana street just as he was 
leaving the N it is said. When taken be- 
fore Capt. Koc confessed to having met 
Stoll on the aM of June 16 and, after a 
few words, assaulted him. In falling Stoll 
struck his head on the curbstone, crushing the 
back of his skull. 

Myers and Stoll were formerly seigh- 
bors in Kansas City. and were in- 
timate, and Myers claims that 
Stoll took advantage of this and ran away 
with his wife and $400. They came to Chi- 
cago and stop at Thirteenth and State 
streets. Myers followed them to this city and 
induced his wife to live with him again at No.

BOY KILLED BY A, POLICEMAN, 


During a Chase After a Thief He Is Shot 
by the Officer. 

Joseph Harwick, 14 years old, was shot and 
almost instantly killed by a bullet fired from 
a revelver in the hands of Substitute Patrol- 
man Peter Smith of the Maxwell Stre#t Sta- 
tion yesterday noon. The accident, for such 
it was, occurred near the corner of Fifteenth 
and Halsted streets. Officer Smith was in 
pursuit of a pickpocket, and, fearing that he 
might escape, drew his revolver and fired two 
shots at the fugitive. The boy, who lives ut 
No. 279 Fifteenth street, evidently heaird the 
first shot fired and ran into the street just as 
the officer fired the second. The ball, which 
was a large one, entered his forehead and pen- 
etrated the brain, causing almost imstant 
death. 

Before Harwick died the Canalport @venue 
patrol wagon was called and an attempt 
made to reach the County Hospital, bat be- 
fore it had gone one block the boy, died. 
Officer Smith accompanied the patrol wagon 
to the Maxwell Street Station and gave him- 
self up. Capt. Blettner stated that he would 
hold the officer in custody until after an in- 
quiry by a Coroner's jury. 

The officer made a statement to Capt. 
Blettner and from his version of the shpoting 
the boy was to blame. He was stationed at 
the Harrison Street Station on the Northern 
Pacific railroad. At 12 o'clock an exciirsion 
train, crowded with people, stopped at the 
depot and the officer saw a man at- 
tempt to pick George Hatiield’s 
pocket. Hatfield also detected the man’s 
hand in his pocket and struck him in 
the face. The man started to run south on 
Halsted street and was closely followed by 
Officer Smith and a crowd of men and boys. 
They ran to Union street and then turned east 
on West Fifteenth street. The thief wag gain- 
ing ground and when the officer saw that the 
man was likely to escape he drew his revolver 
and commanded him to stop, saying that he 
would shoot. The man kept on ruining, 
however, and paid no attention to the com- 
mand, whereupon the officer leveled his re- 
volver and fired, but the bullet went wide of 
its mark. Heagain took aim and when he 

pulled the trigger and fired he discovered that 
the bullets had struck Joseph Harwick, He 
at once abandoned the chase after the thief 
and went to the boy’s side. | 

Officer Edward Maher, also of the Maxwell 
Street Station, took up the chase after the 
man and caught him in a barn at Union and 
Henry streets. He was taken tothe Maxwell 
Street Station and locked up, where he gave 
his name as Henry Martin.

His Solid Majority of Forty No Longer’ 


Forty and No Longer Solid, and the Al- 
Hance with the Irish Is in Peril#They 
Are Split Up inte Three Factions Now 
by Dangerous Dissensions of 
Mr. Sexton’s Temporary Triumph- Mor- 
tifying Mistake in Finance.

Loxnon, June 17.—There has been, in Mr.

To recount their misfort- 
unes and mistakes will, I suppose, seem cruel 
to the good Gladstonian in America, where 
the idol is worshiped more devoutly than 
here, but facts are facts and may as well in 
the intervals of worship be looked in the face.

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and no longer solid. It never was solid. 


The alliance with the Irish is in some 
peril. The Irish themselves, here- 
tofore unequally divided into two sec- 
tions, are now split into three. 
Mr. Sexton’s resignation and what fol- 
lowed upon it have disclosed dissensions 
suspected, indeed, before and now avowed 
open and probably irreconcilable. Mr. Mor- 
rogh’s resignation of his seat for Southeast 
Cork is a sufficiently significant commentary 
upon the matter. Mr. Morrogh is a Healyite 
and he goes off diamond hunting in South 
Africa because Mr. Healy has been beaten 
and Mr, Sexton is for the moment victorious. 

Lord Wolverton’s resignation of his post as 
Lord-in-Waiting is less important, but is im- 
portant. He is one of the thirty or forty peers 
who are Mr. Gladstone’s. He held office un- 
der Mr. Gladstone. He is partner in one of 
‘the great banking houses ot the City of Lon- 
don, where Mr. Gladstone’s experiments upon 
the constitution of this country are watched 
with dismay. His father was one of Mr. Glad- 
stone's most intimate personal and political 
friends. But Lord Wolverton cannot stand 
home rule. Now he parts company with his 
chief for that and no other reasen. 

On the top ofall these calamities comes 
the Unionist victory at Linlithgow, the first 
authentic voice from the country for some 
time past. On top of that comes a fresh 
Irish mutiny in the House of Commons, the 
whole Nationalist party voting twice last 
eveni against the ministry, followed both 
times a band of English, Scotch, and 
Welsh dicals, exceedi the Irish them- 
selves in number, 1 dividing of the 
Gladstonian party exactly in twain, ninety- 
five British Gladstonians following. Mr. 
Gladstone and ninety-five British Gladston- 
ians following Mr. Sexton. These and the 
finance .blunder, which I will refer to later, 
are the bare facts of this week’s flowing tide. 


Alarming Irish Speeches, 


The Irish speeches which accompanied the 
Irish secession would be thought more alarm- 
ing than the vote if anybody ever knew pre- 
cisely what value to attach to Irish speeches, 
or what value the Irish themselves attach to 
their own words. Buta coalition between the 
Parnellites and the anti-Parnellites in opposi- 
tion to Mr. Gladstone—and it is the second 
coalition—must mean something.

Parnellites are, it appears, about equally 
divided.

The quarrel 
between the two related nominally to the con- 
trol of the Fréeman’s Journal. It is really a 
struggle for leadership, and it is certain the 
last word has not been heard from Mr. Healy.

Grave Error of Figures. 


Most mortifying of all these calamities of 
the week, at least to Mr. Gladstone, has been 
the discovery, due to Mr, Chamberlain’s per- 
sistence, of a gross error in the financial cal- 
culations on which the finance claims of his 
home rule bill have been founded. He had 
figured out an Irish surplus of 0.000. It 
is now admitted that the Irish contribution to 
the spirit duty, op which this surplus de- 
pended, had been overstated by £364,649, so 
that more than three-fifths of his imaginary sur- 
plus vanishes at once. whole scheme must 
be recast, and Mr. Gladstone, who meets even 
this catastrophe with smiling face and jaunty 
manner, promises that new scheme shall 
be forthcoming speedily.

„% The Totheroh case is certainly a strange 
one,“ said Attorney A. 8.

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SWEET ROSES OF JUNE. 


Blooms That Have Figured Picturesquely 
im History. 
Again the month of roses! Concerning 

roses of history and poetry there is much of 
interest. A liking for the rose has by no 
means been general among persons who had 
so prominent a part in public life as to have 
attracted the attention of history; and who 
share with the black beetle a positive. distaste 
for the rose. The famous Chevalier de Guise 
could not smell a rose without feeling uncom- 
fortable; and Venieri, one of the Doges of 
Venice, suffered under the same disqualifica- 
tion for the pursuits of gardening. Anne of 
Austria, wife of duis XIV., could not even 
look at a rose in a painting without being 
seized with tantrums, Nevertheless, many 
people who are willing, asa rule, to take ex- 
amples from the great persisted in entertain. 
ing friendly sentiments toward thé flower, and 
every time the spring and early summer 
bring back thé pretty blooms they fall to tell. 
ing one another all they know about it. : 
In the East there is still a belief that the 
first rose was formed by a tear of the Prophet 
Mahomet, but nations of more cool and dis- 


ciplined imagination have sometimes ad- 


mitted that its origin was lost in obscurity. 

Roses were used very early in history among 
the most potent ingredients of love philters. 
They seem to have been imported by the 
Romans from Egypt until the reign of Domi- 
tian, Antiochus slept upon a bed of rose 
leaves. Marc Antony begged that Cleopatra 
would cover his tomb with these flowers, and 
mea rosa aus a favorite term of endear- 
ment among Roman lovers. Homer has 
adorned the shield of Achilles and helmet of 
Hector with roses. Among the Greeks it was 
a custom to leave bequests for the mainte- 
nance of sepulchral rose gardens over the grave 
of the testator, and at Torcello, near Venice, 
an inscription may still be seen which shows 
that this fashion was adopted in Italy. 

In Stack’s collection of engravings on stone 
there 1s a beautiful design cut in garnet. It 
represents a butterfly settling on a rose and it 
is supposed to commemorate the death of a 
young girl. In Turkey a stone rose is often 
sculptured above the grave of unmarried 
women. A charming bas-relief on the tomb 
of Mme. de la Live, who died at the age of 
21, represents Time mowing a rose with his 
scythe. According to Indian mythology, 
Pagodastri, one of the wives of Vishnu, was 
found in a rose. Zoroaster is said to have 
made a rose tree ——— out of the earth and 

bud and blossom in the presence of Darius, 
who had called upon him to perform a mira- 
cle. In Babylon a preparation of shoe 
leather was much esteemed when it had been 
impregnated with the scent of roses; and 
Abdulkeri, an eminent Turk who wanted to 
live there, being made aware of this fact, 
discovered an ingenious way to profit by it. 
In reply toa demand which he had made for 
the freedom of the city the Babylonians sent 
him a bowl brimful of water to.signify that 
there was no room among them for an in- 
re ora — a rose-leaf * the 
surface of the water without a drop 
of it, and, having thus indicated | har be might 
be received without disturbing things, he ob- 
tained the object of his desire. 

In one of the books attributed to Solomon 
eternal wisdom is compared to the plantations 
of rose-trees at Jericho. Princess Nourmahal, 
the most lovely lady in the harem of a Great 
Mogul, had a canal filled with rose-water and 
rowed about on it with her august consort. 
The heat of the sun disengaged the essential 
oil from the water, and their Ma 
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ufficient the purifying liquid,

was solemnly purified with rose-water before 
it was converted into a mosdue.¢ 

The High Priest of the Hebrews wore a 
crown of, roses when he offered up certain 
sacrifices under the Mosaic dispensation; and 


it was, perhaps, in remembrance of this fact | 


that the Synod of Nismes, which was held in 
the third century, enjoined every Jew to wear 
a rose on his breast as a disti ing mark 
of inferiority. In many countries Jews 
‘still celebrate the festival of Easter flowers, 
during which they ornament lamps 
chandeliers, and beds with roses. Thus it 
happens that these flowers were hateful 
to the early Christians, and are so 
often condemned in. the writings of the 
fathers who professed that they could not un- 
derstand that pious people could think with 
equanimity of roses when they remembered 
the crown of thorns; .afterward this hostile 
feeling seems to have died out, When Marie 
Antoinette passed through Nancy on her way 
to be married to Louis XVI. the ladies of 
Lorraine prepared her a bed strewn with 


roses. 
In the middle ages roses were held so pre- 
cious in France that a royal license was neces- 
sary to grow them. Charlemagne recom- 
m the cultivation of the rose in his, 
„Capitulation.“ The Persians of Shiraez 
stop their wine bottles with roses, which give 
the wine a pleasing bouquet; and during the 
festiyal of Abrizan, which takes place during 
the equinox, Persian ladies throw roses at 
each other when they pay their visits. At 
Rome it was the practice of the church to 
bless the rose on a special day set apart, 
which was called Rose Sunday. The 
custom of blessing the golden rose 
seems to have begun in the eleventh or 
twelfth century. The benediction was pro- 
nounced with particular solemnity the fourth 
Sunday in Lent, and the golden rose thus con-. 
secrated was given as a mark of the sovereign 
Pontiff’s favor to some Prince or Princess. 
Alexander III., who had been received with 
reat honor during a journey he made in 
‘rance, sent the golden rose to Louis the 
Young as a sort of graceful compliment. 
Subsequently the giving ofthe golden rose 
became an authoritative act by. which the 
Pope officially recognized the rights of Chris- 
tian sovereigns. Thus Urban V. gave the 
golden rose to Joan, Queenof Sicily, in 1368, 
thereby preferring her over the King of Cy- 
prw. Henry VIII. of England received the 
olden. rose both from Julius II. and from 
X. Toward the close of the last century 
the golden rose appears to have been given 
almost indiscriminately to any trayeling 
Prince who would payasum equivalent to 
about £400 for it.

MENDING A BROKEN NECK, 


Heroie Attempt to Save the Life of a Bi- 
cycle Rider. 


Philadelphia Telegraph: The remarkable 
instance of a young man with a broken neck 
living and retaining all his faculties is excit- 
ing much interest among the medical men 
of Springfield, Mass. The young man is 
Edward Burt of Long Meadow, near Spring- 
field, and he is 20 years old. He is a rider of 
a bicycle, and about two weeks ago he was 
thrown from his wheel. He struck 
upon his head with such force as 
to dislocate backwards the second verte- 
bra. The injury did not seem to be serious, 
and only two days ago was an effort made to 
reduce the displacernéent of the vertebra. In 
cases of this kind, when death does not ensue, 
paralysis usually follows. None of his facul- 
ties were inpaired, however. The ns of 
his throat, nevertheless, were so pushed out 
of place that he could swallow only with dif- 
fieulty. He wastaken to the City Hospital 
and an effort was made to set the dislocation 
by pulling the head and pushing the vertebra 
into place. The attempt was only partially 
successful. 

The physicians then attempted thé heroic 
measure of suspending the young man by the 
neck, He was lifted from his feet until the 
pain was so great as to make further treat- 
ment positively dangerous. 

Burt shows improvement as a result of the 
surgical hanging. Still his chin is drawn 

own and the larynx is out of place, while the 
head is turned a little to one side. Only one 
finger could be introduced into his mouth be- 
fore the operation, but the jaws can be opened 
how so as to admit two, and he can swallow 


some. The doctors expect to stretch the neck 


again in a day or two, a very dangerous oper- 
ation, as the vertebra dislocated is the axis or 
second from the medulla, and a slight strain 
in ‘the spinal cord will produce death. As 
the doctors must decide how far they can 


_ stretch the neck safely by the patient's condi-

Non-Corrosive Paint. 


The problem of manufacturing a non-corrusive 
paint for the bottoms of steel and irom warships, 
which has been vexing the navy officials for a 
long time, has just been satisfactorily settled. A 
paint was invented in Germany several years ago 
which had the desired properties, but as the gov- 
ernment requires American-made paint on Ameri- 
can warships it could not be used. Now, however, 
the German paint plant has been removed to this 
country, United States cruisers will now 
have non-corrosive bottoms. The question of 
suitable paint for use in salt water has troubled 
all countries; the Japanese alone having bad a

Up &t the Wells-Fargo historical exhibit in 
the California Building of the Exposition 
there is a picture draped in black / It was not 
until last Friday, for until then the original, 
Mike Tovey, was one of thestrongest, biggest, 
and most cheerful shotgun messengers in the 
employ of the Wells-Fargo Express company 
that ever rode through the lonely mountain 
passes of the Sierras.
